conference with Governor Donahey, 
the commission for 
northern 
Uhio 
storm relief issued an appeal to Ohio­ 


ans for $600,000 for immediate relief 
of the stricken area 


The commission voted to attempt 


to raise the $600,000 fund through 
local campaigns in every city, village 


and town in the state. 
Committees 
have been named to carry out the 
soliciting campaign and each subdi­ 
vision will 
be 
notified as to the 
amount it is expected to raise. 
The amount fixed as necessary for 
immediate relief is based on a survey 
conducted 
by 
the 
American 
Red 
Cross, which will bear all the over­ 
head expense attached to the reliet 
work. 
‘ Every dollar contributed will be 
spent for relief.” Governor Donahey 
said. 
He added: 
“ The $600,000 re­ 
quested represents the net amount 
which must be raised immediately 
and is in audition to the amount pre­ 
viously appropriated by the state and 
the natioi al Red Cross. 
In addition 
to this amount, the 
governor 
and 
state o.kcials are working out sep­ 
arate plans of state aid for restora­ 
tion of ruined school buildings and 
municipal property destroyed. A com­ 
mittee of bankers is working with 
the commission on the problem of 
preserving 
the 
credit 
of 
1/asiness 
houses in the area.” 
Fred A. Miller, chairman of the 
commission, 
in 
another 
statement, 
said; 
"Decision to ask citizens of 
Ohio for a minimum of $600,000 for 
direct relief in tiie disaster area was 
reached only after 10 days of inten­ 
sive 
investigation. 
To 
raise 
this 
amount with the speed that is vital 
local campaigns must he started im- 
medfiately. 
Rotary, 
Kiwanis 
and 
other civic clubs, chambers of com­ 
merce and labor groups, farm 
bu­ 
reaus, granges and other 
organiza­ 
tions have been enlisted. 
That an 
immense amount of preliminary work 
has been done is indicated by the 
dozens of telegrams which the gov­ 
ernor and I have received inquiring 
as to local quotas.” 
Building and loan associations at 
Lorain suffered practically no loss, 
according to J. W. Tannehill, super­ 
intendent of the state building and 
loan division. 
Mr. Tannehill returned 
from an investigation of the compa­ 
nies in the stricken city.

Their policy of advancing loans only 
to home buyers and builders enabled 
them to escape the colossal losses 
that must have been suffered by other 
financial agencies which have loans 
on business property.”

Prohibition officials here have 
just received word that a second ship 
also was boarded by pirates, who 
killed the captain ami threw his body 
overboard 
The 
identity 
of 
the 
steamship was not revealed, but it 
was said to be also of foreign reg­ 
istry. 
It is charged that the raids were 
directed by one of the biggest boot­ 
leggers in this country, in retaliation 
for the cutting of rum prices by the 
foreign ships. 
The liquor seized in 
the raids was brought to New York 
for marketing, according to the re­ 
port. 
The seizure on the second ship 
was said to have consisted of whis­ 
kies, brandies and cordials valued at 
more than $250.tkM). 
French consular authorities at Hal­ 
ifax are investigating the 
raid re­ 
ported by Captain Ferrene of the Mul­ 
house, which arrived at that port. 
The total value of the liquor seized 
amounted to $750,000. 
The liquor seized in the two raids 
was brought to this city, but so far 
it 
has 
eluded search 
by the

agents. 
It is declared that each of

included gunmen 
from this city and Boston, was given 
a “divvy” on the liquor.
